ENDS: 5.0 
MEN OUT 


World's Greatest Refinery Tied 
Up When 5000 Workers Quit 
Work; Remington Employes 

Win Concessions. 


NEW YORK, July 20.— The 
world’s greatest oil plant, that of 
the Standard Oil company at Bay- 
onne, N. J., where heavy orders for 
the allies are being filled, was com- 
pletely tied up today by a strike of 
its 5000 workmen. At the same time 
the expected Remington Arms strike 
at Bridgeport, Conn., was called, but 
a settlement was reached almost im- 
mediately wth the 1000 men affected. 

The Bayonne oil strike, marked by 
“clashes with the police,” was partici- 
pated in by 1000 still cleaners and 
barrelmakers, who struck for in- 
creased wages, and 4000 other work- 
ers who refused to work, through 
sympathy, 

It was said that the company had 
sufficient supplies on hand or within 
reach to permit the plant to lie idle 
for a year. 

It was stated that the strikers 
would make efforts to have the men 
employed at the tidewater works and 
at Bay May, N. J., join the movement, 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., July 20.— 
The Remington Arms strike, which 
threatened. to involve ‘machinists 
throughout the country, this after- 
noon was broken, for the time being 
at least, ‘
